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WEEKLY SUNDAY SCHOOL LESSON 
Jesus Requires Co nfessio n and Lo y alty 


Tex t: Mark 8 :27-38 
The International Uniform Su n­ 
day School Lesson for April 9.

Editor of The Cong reg ationalist 
This lesson bring s u s into the 
v ery heart of the relationship of 
the early disciples to Jesu s of 
Nazareth, and in this way en­ 
forces for u s the teaching con­ 
cerning modern discipleship and 
ou r relation to the Master. 
As Jesu s went forth with his 
disciples into the v illag es, he in­ 
q u ired of them the effect of 
their teaching u pon the people 
to whom they had been sent, 
and what the people were say ­ 
ing concerning him. The reply 
was that some su pposed that he 
was John the Baptist restored to 
life, while other thou g ht that he 
was a reincarnation of Elijah, 


or of one of the prophets. To 
the q u estion “Who say y e th at I 
am ?” Peter, ev er ready and im­ 
pu lsiv e, replied, “Thou art the 
Christ.” 
Meaning , apparently , 
by that that he saw in Jesu s the 
fu lfillment 
of 
the 
prophecies 
and the coming of the ex pected 
Messiah. Jesu s acknowledg ed it, 
bu t, strang ely , he told them that 
they shou ld tell no man of it. 
* # 
* * 
Why did he wish to su ppress 
this thou g ht and this teaching 
concerning himself? Only , ap­ 
parently , becau se he felt that 
the time had not come to make 
the open acknowledg ement. In 
words that mu st hav e seemed 
ev en strang er to the disciples, 
he spoke of my steriou s thing s 
that were to happen, and indi­ 
cated to them that his ministry 
was to be fu lfilled throu g h su f­ 
fering and throu g h death. 


This certainly did not fit in 
with the ideas of an earthly 
king dom th at the disciples had 
in rally ing to Jesu s, and Peter, 
ag ain foremost an dimpu lsiv e, 
beg an to protest. 
Apparently 
Peter’s rebu ke, or protest, ex ­ 
pressed the tem ptation th at as­ 
sailed Jesu s in his own inner 
life for he tu rned with stern­ 
ness to Peter, say ing , “Get thee 
behind me Satan.” The stru g g le 
that later was fou g ht ou t in 
Gethsemane was already present 
in the sou l of the Master who 
was pu rsu ing his destiny of sac­ 
rifice with th at inward tem pta­ 
tion to tu rn aside to easier paths 
or to a way of earthly g lory . 
* 
* 
* 
* 
Bu t Jesu s made it plain that 
the way of the Master was also 
the way of the disciple. He set 
u p the standard of his King dom 


in the sternest discipline of 
self-su rrender. No follower cou ld 
be worthy of his appointed task 
and destiny who was not willing 
to share the Master’s sacrifice. 
For those who had chosen the 
way of God’s King dom, nothing 
less than consecration of the 
whole life wou ld su ffice. In this 
King dom, he who wou ld sav e his 
life wou ld lose it, and whosoev er 
wou ld lose his life in the bu si­ 
ness of th King dom wou ld find 
it. Thu s it was th at Jesu s added 
the inq u iry “W hat doth it profit 
a man to g ain the whole world 
and lose his own sou l?” 
It is a tremendou s challeng e 
and it places the ideal of dis­ 
cipleship on a hig h plane, bu t it 
pu ts on the same plane the 
hig hest attainm ent of life and 
the fu llness of the discov ery of 
the treasu res of Heav en.

Admittedly there are occasions when there 
seems to be no log ical reason for optimism, as 
in times of g reat dang er. Bu t ev en then there 
is basis for optimism when persons similarly sit­ 
u ated hav e escaped by hoping ag ainst hope. 
A rational optimism is the thing the world 
needs most — an optimism that takes into ac­ 
cou nt u ncontrov erted facts. It is not the kind 
of optimism that wou ld cou nsel ju mping into the 
cag e of wild beasts with hope th at ev ery thing 
wou ld come ou t all rig ht. It is the kind of op­ 
timism that wou ld cou nsel action only on the 
basis of sou nd reasoning . 
Too many people, obsessed with a blind op­ 
timism, are in the middle of the track when the 
train reaches the crossing , instead of one the 
other side as they ex pected. Be moderate in all 
thing s is fine philosophy applied to optimism as 
well as any thing else. Be optimistic, bu t be mod­ 
erately so. »
